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LETTER FROM JAPAN. 


Miss Ada B. Chandler Writes to Her 
Sister in North Andover, 


From the Orient, from Kobe college in 
the Flowery kingdom comes a letter to 
Mrs. A.M. Robfhson of North Andover, 
from ber sister, Miss Ada 8B, Chandler, 
who is out there as a missionary teacher. 
Miss Chandler has two sisters in And- 
over, Miss Frances E., and Miss Emily 
Chandler of 89 Elm street. ‘The letter, 
extracts from which we publish below, 
gives a vivid idea of what the mission- 
aries had togo through in China and how 
they came through the siege. 7 

Kobe College, 

Sept. 10, 1900. 
I had a very pleasant trip back 

from my vacation, a day’s ride in the 
ears and a day and two nights on 
boat, an English Mail boat, the Eng- 
lish officers of which were very kind. 
The quarter-masters were Malays 
from the Philippines; crew and ser- * 
vants Chinese. I had neverseen any 
Philippipos before. [ thought at 
first’ they were negroes about that 
color, but with short straight hair 
and intelligent features, ‘They could 
speak several languages, English, 
Chinese, ete. On reaching college, I 
found it filled with refugees, from 
China and some of the American 
board from Pekin. Last night we 
had a prayer and praise meeting in 
our parlors. You can imagine how 
intensely interesting it was to hear 
the experiences of Dr. Ingram and 
family, and Dr. Goudrich and family. 
The latter’s wife is such an interest- 
ing speaker, we could sit hours to 
listen to her. A Miss Andrews, who 
is a Theological Professor, and many 
others were present. ‘The constant 
testimony was that nothing could 
have saved them but God’s care and 
the direct answers to prayers. The 
Ministers would not acknowledge 
any danger or distrust the Chinese 
government until the murder of the 
German Minister by one.of the offi- 
cials. His interpreter was also badly 
wounded, but made his escape and 
aroused the Ministers to action. 
The missionaries were then in the 
Methodist mission. Word came that 
they must come to the British Lega- 
tion but without the many Chinese 
converts, aS there was not room for 
them also. Mrs. Goodrich said she 
had buried her child, her father and 
mother, but never had she experi- 
enced such a hard time as in leaving 
them all to be tortured, so they did 
not go but remained to pray and in 
time word came, “‘We have arranged 
for them also.” There was a long 
procession, the wounded man was 
borne at the head followed by the 
missionaries and hundreds of Chinese 
converts. Not a shot was fired ; peo- 
ple simply made room for them to 
pass and the Chinese converts were 
a great help to them afterwards. 
They started a laundry, a bakery; 
they helped on the barricades. ‘These 
were made from .bricks taken from 
streets, buildings, ete., and sand bags 
made from all kinds of material. 
The missionary ladies worked very 
busily on these. Some of the bags 
were of the finest and most beau ti- 
fully embroidered. silks, curtains, 
tapestry, ete., given by the British 
and Russian legations, taken from 
Chinese stores and rich houses. 
Wasn't it wonderful, sixteen nation- 
alities huddled together trying to 
protect themselves? So many times 
God worked so directly in their fa- 
vor! <A great fire was made to burn 
them out, but at the very moment 
when all seemed lost the wind 
changed and they were saved. A 
deep mine was dug under their 
houses, ‘filled with powder and al- 
most ready to explode, but they did 
not seem to know how to pump out 
the foul air and so no match could 
Lurn or person live to fire it off. 
Again and again the firing was doing 
terrible work with the buildings but 
would suddenly be stopped—no one 
knew why, so they were saved by 
constant miracles., The water of 
Pekin is very bad but they had tive 
splendid wells andall the water they 
wanted. Just before this some stores 
had an enormous quantity of wheat 
and, although they could not grind 
it fine, they could use it. Their 
meat was horse flesh, but there were 
few deaths among them, and with 
balls and bullets tlying at all times, 
they were certainly wonderfully pro- 
tected to come out alive. A few 
still remain in Pekin, among them 
Dr. Sheftield’s daughter, trying to 
care for the Christians. You will 
see much in the papers, but I am 
glad to know what is true and from 
the lips of those who know whereof 
they speak. What is to beecm» of 
all the people during the winter no 
one knows. Kobe college has closed 
its doors as a hotel. Dr. Pettee is 
still here, he has been at the head, 
and says it is hard to dispose of the 
ruins of hotel life. But the girls are 
beginning to come back and school 
will open Wednesday. About 70 
missionaries’ were together; 40 of 
the American Board slept in the 
chapel of the Legation. It was hot; 
flies and flees were numerous; 
children ‘crying made it hard = to 
bear. ‘They spoke in high terms of 
Sir Claude and Lady McDonald and 
also of Dr. Morrison, the reporter of 
the London Times, They said no 
one was 80 quick ‘to see what was to 
be done and how to arrange, and 
thought if he wrote another book he 
would not say anything against the 
missionaries. It was a strange com- 
pany, Methodists and others having 
their mission meeting, Which brought 
almost all their number together in 
Pekin. Nothing could have brought 
representatives of the whole world 
together and in such sympathy with 
one another, as these long two 
months of siege. We asked if the 
the government really sent them 
food. They said at the time they 
were trying to get peace from the 
United States, they sent in some 
watermelons and flour. They did 
not dare use the flour but the water- 
melons were good. Most of those 
who came from Pekin yesterday were 
from the college at Tung Cho, where 
all its buildings have been burned; 
about $50,000 worth. I said to Dr. 
Sheftield, “I suppose you are very 
happy now,” for many times during 
the summer he had thought all must 
be lost. He said he was “happy in 
streaks.”” His daughter was safe and 
his helpers had come alive from Pe- 
kin, but so many of -his-native-help- 
ers had been killed, his buildings 
burned, the whole city nearly de- 
stroyed. ADA B. CHANDLER,

ARMENIAN REPUBLICANS 


Adimininistration of McKinley Upheld 
and Whole Ticket Endorsed 


At the meeting of the Armenian-Re- 
publicans ‘Monday night Dr. Jelalian of 
boston gave his reasons for supporting 
the Republican ticket. His text was: 
“Why | Am a Republican”, and he 
spoke as follows: : 

Here the personal pronoun, I, is used 
to signify every foreign born American 
citizen who has had’a similar experi- 
ence to my own. 

It would be more gratifying to me to 
answer the question—*Why Am I[ an 
American?” I d:d not enjoy the privi- 
lege of having been born under ‘the 
Stars and Stripes. So my Americanism 
could not have been hereditary, and 
had necessarily to be of choice. 

I am an (American, because the Amer- 
ican flag stands for liberty and the 
rights of the people. I consider myself 
fortunate that my Jot was cast in the 
capital of Massachusetts-and the. me- 
tropolis of New England, at the plastic 
stage of my American citizenship. At 
first, especially in the first year, I did 
not feel especially fond of the American 
institutions. They seemed to me too 
radical and rather wild. I could.not 
understand the genius «f the American 
institutions. Having, however, an open’ 
mind to the truth, and also stud~ing 
tthe social conditions on the spot, I 
came, in the course of two or three 
years, to the conclusion that the insti- 
tutions of this country are, at least in 
principte, the best the world has ever 
produced. This is a country where 
the government takes it for granted 
that the people are able to govern 
themselves, and the framers of the na- 
tional Constitution laid down the cor- 
ner stone of a government that onlv 
supervises the operation and process of 
the self-development of an enlightened 
public. I'am not unmindful, however, 
of the fact that there are gross abuses 
practiced under the cover of free in- 
stitutions. 

We, Armenian-American citizens, as 
a class, try to keep ourselves well post- 
ed on the current questions that are 
agitating the public mind, and form an 
intelligent opinion of them. Our desire 
is to be loyal and grateful citizens of 
the glorious country that gives us phy- 
sical shelter, intellectual nurture and 
moral elevation. 

But as the political institutions of our 
adopted country are constituted, in or- 
der to attain the highest degree of use- 
fulness of our citizenship, we must cast 
our lot with one or the other of the ex- 
isting political parties. In so doing, 
however, we wish to discuss the burn- 
ing questions of the day dispassionate- 
ly, and with good will to all, with mal- 
ice to none. We have no direct polit~ 
ical interests ‘in the issues. Our inter- 
est is that of the welfare of the people 
and the glory of the country. We ap- 
preciate character and high purpose 
when we see them in the opposition 
party, but we have nothing whatever 
to do with persons. (We like to shap2 
our political opinions according to the 
standards set forth by the different 
parties. - . 

Now, why should an ‘Armenian-Am- 
erican citizen cast his lot with the Re- 
publican party? 

1, Because the interests of the coun- 
try are safer in the hands of the R 
publican party. I have personallv al- 
ways had an admiration for the moral 
courage displayed by Mr. Bryan, the 
Democratic candidate for President. 
But I must confess his association with 
the Tammany officials last Tuesday 
night shook my faith in the methods he 
is using to enter the White House, ani 
I said to a friend, of mine in private 
conversation that, if the Democratic 
party and its candidate are in the 
hands of Tammany Hall, I was not @ 
Democrat. In this connecton I should 
like to read to you just a paragraph 
from an able editorial of a leading Bos- 
ton paper on the subject. The heading 
of the Herald editorial was ‘‘The New 
York ‘Demonstration’. It is a docu- 
ment well worthy to be made, as_ the 
Rev. Dr. Horton has suggested, a cam- 
paign document. The paragraph re- 
ferred to runs in this vein: “It was an 
extremely affecting appearance, the 
mutual appreciation of these two dis- 
tinguished Democratic leaders. And it 
was extremely significant too. Think 
of it a bit. ‘Bryan, the clean, whole- 
some citizen, the earnest religious man, 
the devotee of ideas which it is just to 
assume he believes to be moral, patri- 
otic, beneficent, this .man led about 
New York on exhibition by Richard 
Croker who works for his own pocket 
all the time, who is chief of an organ- 
ization which fosters crime for pur- 
noses of blackmail, takes toll of every 
degrading vice forbidden by Christian 
and statute law, and permits it to flour- 
ish while it can meet all exactions of 
political greed, practices with brazen 
impudence every art of political in- 
iquity, keeps the city which it governs 
a wide open mouth of hell, ravening 
like the thousand-years-old foetid 
maws of decaying Europe. This is the 
spectacle that has dishonored man- 
hood and affronted decency in New 
York and before the nation.” ‘We ask, 
then, why does not Mr. Bryan preach 
one of his fine sermons to Tammany 
and its chieftan? Is it not reasonab’e 
to think that a man who js using Tam- 
many to get at the White House. wil’, 
when elected, use the White 
House, that is, his presiden'ial prereg- 
atives. to get at the Philippines, that fs 
govern them imverially? Why is this 
talk about Imperialism, then? 

Look at the men of the Republ.can 
party has at the helm of th2 govern- 
ment, and compare them with the men 
the ‘Democratic party is like’y to put 
there. It inspires confidence at home 
and respect abroad to have at the head 
of the State Department such a man as 
John Hay, and at the head of the Navy 
Department such a man as John D. 
Long. The President and his advisers 
have been passing through one of the 
most critical periods in the history of 
America as well as of the world. Take 
the Spanish war with all of its conse- 
quent dangers, perils and anxieties, 
The opposition stump speakers say that 
the Administration made _ blunders. 
Well, let us be candid in our judgment 
of others, and apply the Golden Rule t» 
ourselves. Was that the fault of the 
President that we went to war? Con- 
gress and the: Democratic members e£- 
pecially were clamorous.for war. The 
President stood the popular tide as 
long as any man could. They say he 
has not enough calcium salts in his 
spinal column. TI tell you that he 
proved that he had over-abundance of 
it during those anxious days, just be- 
fore the declaration of war. Look at 
the way the Administration {fs handling 
the complicate? Chinese question. Is 
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it not a matter of congratulation for 
every intelligent American that at the 
head of the government there is an Ad- 
minstration that well knows how to 
steer the ship of the State through the 
turbulent waters of diplomacy? If the 
Republican party has made one mis- 
take in handling these questions of 
stupendous responsibility and weight, 
don’t you suppose the Democratic party 
would have made ten? The United 
States is not one of the little Balkan 
states, mind you. We are a great 
power on land and sea, and we want a 
government that will have a vigorous 
foreign policy for the protection of 
American lives and interests abroad, a 


‘government that is strong enough ~at 


I 


home to suppress the dangerous ten- 
dencies of lawless elements, a govern- 
ment that will enjoy the confidence of 
the majority of the American people. 
Senator Hoar in his able speech deliv- 
ered at Concord the other night in deal- 
ing with the question of how to come to 
a satisfactory solution of Imperialism 
pertinently asks: ‘‘Which party can 
you trust in this matter—the party 
that has done everything that has been 
accomplished for liberty in the past, or 
the party which has resisted every- 
thing that has been accomplished for 
liberty; the party that sustained slav- 
ery, or the party that abolished it; the 
party that made war upon the Union, 
or the party that put down the rebel- 
lion; the party that adopted the three 
great amendments which made every 
slave a freeman and every freeman a 
citizen and every citizen a voter, or the 
party that fillbustered for days and 
nights against the adoption of the 13th 
amendment, which was carried by a 
single vote? Will you trust the party 
that governs Massachusetts or the 
party that governs New York city and 
Mississippl? 

2. We cast our lot with the Repub- 
lican party, because that party Is a bul- 
wark against the debasement of the na- 
tional currency. The currency advo- 
cated by the famous Chicago platform 
is not bimetallism, but silver mono- 
metallism, The President did -every- 
thing that was in his power to bring 
about an agreement between the lead- 
ing commercial powers of the world iu 
favor of bimetallism, but failed in his 
efforts. ‘No nation is big and powerful 
enough to create a currency that clash- 
es with the monetary systems of all-the 
other nations of the world. The ma- 
jority of the Armenian-Americans be- 
long to the toiling classes, and wish to 
receive at the end of the week for their 
labor a dollar that is worth 100 cents, 
and not worth one-half that amount. 
We, therefore, wish for the firm and 
unalterable éstablishment of the gold 
standard. 

3. ‘We cast our lot with the Republl- 
can party, because It is from that party 
that we can hope for a friendly inter- 
vention in behalf of our oppreszei 
countrymen in the East. The Republi- 
can party is the party of emancipation 
and enfranchisement.” It was this par- 
ty that emancipated the colored race, 
and dt is that party that is disfranchie- 
ing the same race in the South. 

This nation hag no -fea~ of Imperial- 
ism and Militarism any more than it 
has of “reverting to the worship of 
pagon gods,” as Prof. Shaler very ap- 
propriately puts it. The manifest des- 
tiny of this nation is to expand to the 
ends of the earth, not to oporess the 
people, that is alien to the spirit of our 
Constitution, but to carry the good tid- 
ings of an advanced Christian civiliza- 
tion. Our venerable senior senator, the 
Hon. George F. Hoar, in his memorabie 
eulogy on the jate Gen. Francis |A. 
Walker said: “Each of the great re- 
publies of the world has _ stood for a 
great ideal—the Greek for beauty, the 
Roman for law, the Hebrew for relig- 
ious faith. So the American republic 
stands for ennobling humanity and 
raising from the dust its humblest and 
coarsest members.” ‘There could be 
given no better definition of our rela- 
tion toward our neighbor. Ennob ing 
humanity and raising from the dust the 
humblest and coarsest members of our 
own household. We are a -peop'te 
niaced on the Plymouth Rock by the 
Divine Providence to be a beacon light 
to the nations of the Pacific as well as 
of the Atlantic. Let the spotless flag 
of the Republic, therefore, carry our 
good will beyond the seas, and. tel! 
those misinformed peop'e that the 
President and the neonle of this great 
best friends. We have no fear of any 
danger to the Republ'c. Its founda- 
tion stone is the Plymouth Rock. 

In closing. Mr. Chairman, we,”

A PARALLEL CASE 


Methuenitesin Same Plight as Andover: 
L. Ll. &H, Objects to Use of its Tracks 


A hearing was held Monday night be- 
fore the selectmen in the town hall re- 
garding the petition of the Lawrence 
and Methuen street railroad asking for 
a change in the location of their tracks 
in the Arlington district, The franchise 
which they nqw have grants the laying 
of tracks from Center street, through 
Merrill and Brown streets 'to Broad- 
way. The petition asked for a grant of 
a location to Broadway on Center street 
and on Broadway to Brown, thus mak- 
ing the course a direct one, and avold- 
ing unnecessary curves, There were 
about 100 interested citizens * present, 
many coming from the Arlington dis- 
trict. Wawyer E. B, Fuller of Havyer- 
hill represented the Lawrence and Me- 
thuen company, and Lawyer John P. 
Sweeney represented the L. L. & H. 
Street railway. Selectman (Marsh 
called the meeting ‘to order shortly af- 
ter 7.30 o'clock p. m. and read the peti- 
peer upon which the hearing was to be 


Lawyer Fuller then presented the 
reasons which .had led’ the petitioners 
to make their request.| . He argued 
that the route asked for was the nat- 
ural way, and that if the request was 
erences two dangerous curves, would 

done away. with, with the result that 
better accommodations would be af- 
forded the patrons of the road. He 
saw no legal reason why a third track 
could not be granted, if no agreement 
could be made between the two com- 
panies to use the same track for this 
short distance of about 300 feet. John 
T. Mannifield followed Mr, Fuller, and 
gave some strong reasons for the grant- 
ing of the location. His strongest 
point was that to allow the new road to 
80 through the indirect route through 
Merrill street was to endanger the 
lives of the children who attend the 
Merrill street school. He pointed out 
that it would be necessary for the com- 
pany to make two curves each within 
150 feet of the school, dnd as the child- 
ren who attended this school were be- 
tween 6 and 12 years of age, these 
curves would be a positive and con- 
Stant danger, The noise of the cars 
running go closely to the school would 
also annoy the teachers and interfere 
with the studies, ‘He considered the

Chairman William D. Hartshorn 
the school committee believed teat tie 
route along Broadway would insure 
greater gafety to the patrons as well as 
school children and would be in all re- 
Spects better for all concerned. 

Edward A. Bower of the school, board 
voiced the same sentiment, ratie oa: 
Phatically that he considered the pres- 
ent location dangerous to .the school 
children, dnd that it was an unnatural 
course. He thought it better to avold 
danger than to have accidents occur 
and then try to rectify them. It was 
claimed that the L. L. & H. road might 
give up a part of their turnout at the 
Point without inconvenience, 

John P. Sweeney then presented the 
L. L. & H. side of the matter, He sala 
that the company which he represented 
did not wish to place any obstacle in 
the way of the new road, but wished t+) 
protect its rights which it already had 
along Broadway. ‘He recognized that 
there was danger to children, but said 
that the residents must have been 
aware of all ‘the objections to having 
the cars on Merrill street at the time 
the first franchise was’ granted, and 
they should have made their. protest 
then. The arguments advanced at that 
time against the grant of an additional 
track along Broadway applied now 
with even greater force, since a third 
track was desired, when before, only a 
double track resulted from the grant. 
He claimed ‘that the turnout at Center 
street could: not be shortened without 
making it more difficult for the L. L. & 
H. road to have the cars pass the turn- 
out near Gleason street on time. He 
protested against favoring the new 
road at 'the expense of the old, stating 
that if the new rord was. desirable the 
old one certainly was also. He con- 
sidered a third rail necessary {f the pe- 
tition was granted. 

Mr. 'Hartshorne thought some ar- 
rangement might be made whereby the 
two roads could use the same tracks on 
Broadway. Mr. Fuller said that the 
new company would be glad to make 
the arrangements. Mr. Sweeney re- 
plied tthat he did not doubt but that the 
new company would be gilad ‘to use a!l 
the L. L. & H. tracks, however he had 
no power to make any arrangements in 
this respect. 

Mr. Mannifield again arose and made 
some sharp criticism of tne accommo- 
dations which the L, L. & H, company 
had been giving the Methuen patrons. 
He stated that the cars run were 
wholly inadequate for the accommoda- 
tion of ‘tthe traffic, and that some of 
them were “not fit for cattle to ride 
in.” He believed thalt the citizens of 
the town should have something to say 
regarding the disposition of their 
streets, and again strong:y urged the 
granting of the patition. 

A discussion followed regarding the 
advantages which would be to the L. 
L. & H. if an arrangement were made 
whereby the two companies ci)u'd use 
the same tracks as far as Oakland ave- 
nue. Supt. Nowell of the L. L. & H., 
explained that while this arrangement 
would not be a disadvantage, he saw 


no way in which it would be of any 
advantage. He salld thaltt the delay 
now was on the turnout on Broadwa 


at Gleason street, and that when this 
turnout was removed further’’up on 
Hampshire street, the cars would ithe 
be able to make the proper time. 

(Mr. Fuller wanted to know how much 
og a disadvantage the Joss of “300 feet 
of the turnout at Center street would 
be to the service. Mr. Nowell stated 
that under certain conditions, as when 
the cars were late on the down trip, 
this would. mean a longer wait at ‘this 
place. 

C. Dudley Holman pointed out that 
the new line would receive most -of the 
patronage of the Arlington Heights. 
and as the greater number of those who 
live in’ that district worked in ithe Ar- 
lington mills. If the line’ was run 
down ‘Broadway to Center street, it 
would bring 'them so much_ nearer to 
their destination, and the considered 
this an important matter, as 300 feet 
was quite a distance to walk ona 
stormy or disagreeable day. He was 
decidedly in favor of: granting the re- 
quest. 

James O. Parker also spoke In favor 
of the grant on account of the danger 
to children if the cars passed along 
Merrill street. He thought the two 
companies could come to some agree- 
ment regarding the use of the tracks. 

Mr. Hartshorne summed up the mat- 
ter stating that there was no reason in 
his mind why the petition shou'd not 
be granted. He was in favor of grant- 
ing the request even if it should mean-a 
third track; but, he believed that the 
business intérests. of' the companies in- 
volved would not permit the laying of 
a third track, and that. they .‘wou'd 
soon:come to some agreement regard- 
ing the matter. As nothing further 
was said, the hearing was declared 
closed at 8.30 o'clock. Not one citizen 
eneke against the granting of. the pe-

A week from next Tuesday the 
nation speaks again,on the question of 
the next féur years rulers, The part 


of Andover is small, but it is no 
less important than that of the 
country’s greatest city.

and barter,

Irkoutsk, Siberia, 
Aug. 15th, 1900. 

I feel deeply grateful for the honor 
conferred upon me of election to mem- 
bership in the Indian Ridge Association. 
It is gratifying to have so interesting a 
relic of nature's work appreciated by my 
townsmen. Yes; it was the mesh which 
lifted the whole glacial net in America 
for me. And here lt amin Asia follow- 
ing out the lines of investigations started 
by it. 

My son and I have had many strange 
experiences since reaching the eastern 

| coast of Asia. We left Peking the day 
before the troubles broke out there. We 
emerged from Manchuria only a few days 
before that country was all aflame with 
the anti-foreign insurrection. 

At Blagoveschensk we ran into the 
edge of the war, and were several days 
ina beleagured town with Chinese bul- 
lets falling all around us. But we are 
safely out of danger now. We shall not 
be home, however, until March.

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FROM TIENTSIN, 


Letter Received by Henry Nice of Anc= 
over from His Son im China. 


There are some Andover beys or sons 
of Audover residents fighting and doing 
garrison duty in China, one of whom 
writes interestiigly of his experiences. 
4xeorge Nice, son of Henry Nice, is with 
the 5th Battalion of Marines stationed 
at Tientsin and be, with many other 
Americans, has been through some very 
thrilling episodes. From a letter written 
to his father on Aug. 24, which is pub- 
dished below, one may glean much infor- 
anation and verify certain facts which 
were published in the newspapers. One 
of these is the blowing up of the Tien- 
tsin gate by a Japanese soldier. 

Following is the letter: 


5th Marine Barracks, 
‘Tientsin, China, 
Aug. 24, 1900, 

It is a long time since you have heard 
from me so I thought I would write and 
let you know that I am living and seeing 
some curioussightshene, ‘The ride from 
Boston to ’Frisco is semething I will 
never forgét as long as I live. We left 
Boston, July 21, at 5 o'clock and reached 
’Frisco the following Sunday so you can 
imagine the different places we saw. 
‘There were lots of pretty places between 
Boston and Kansas City but after that 
everything was new to me. I would not 
live in Mexico for anything; it looked as 
though it might be a pretty tough place. 
I cannot begin to tell you the different 
things I saw. 

Wheu we reached ’Friseo we got on 
board the transport ‘“ Haneock.” ‘There 
were fifteen hundred of us altogether so 
you can see there was lots of fun when 
some of them got seasiek. I did not. 
Do not believe that the ocean was ever 
so pleasant as it was onthe trip. It was 
as calm as a lake all the way. We 
stopped at a place called Cobo (?) Japan, 
to get a pilot to take us to Nagasaki and 
it was a very pretty little place. It 
looked just like some of our eities with 
its tall chimneys with smoke coming 
from them. When we reached Nagasaki, 
Japan, we put on more coal and wish 
you could have seen the way they do it. 
Women, men and boys carry it in small 
baskets and they are great workers. 

The first place we stopped at in China 
was Taku and you ought to have seen it. 
It was a mass of ruins. We slept on the 
deck at night and the next morning we 
started for Tientsin. If you could see 
that place! It is enough to make any- 
one say that this war is the worst that 
the world has ever had. Any where you 
look you can see graves of dead China- 
men and their homes shot to pieces, that 
is, the poorer class of them. They are 
all made out of mud. Some of the best 
places are left standing and are great 
buildings. I went up to the old city of 
Tientsin yesterday to see just what it 
looked like after the battle of three days 
ago. This place is built with a large 
stone wall around thecity and they have 
large gates to the entrance of it. The 
different soldiers could not scale the 
wall to get in there so the little Japs, 
which are the best little men you ever 
saw, called for volunteers and one of 
their own men volunteered to blow up 
the gate although he knew it was sure 
death because he could not get away in 
time. He got up to it and,did the job 
all right and was never seen again. The 
American flag was the first to float over 
the city, but everything is in a mass of 
ruins, There is hardly a building left 
standing. ‘There are Chinamen cues 
nailed up all around the city. a 

{ was in the arsenal, (the Americans 
lave this place and also the mint) and 
there are guns of all descriptions there 
and they are in large piles stacked up in 
the air. “The mint was all blown up and 
the soldiers are digging up lots of silver, 


H which they are getting drafts for on the 
banks of the United States. 


I have two 
brand new uniforms the Chinese soldiers 


| wear that I took out of the arsenal. I 


hope that I can bring them back with 
me if we ever get back. 

‘There are soldiers of all nations here, 
Americans, Germans, Russians, English, 
French, Turks, Cossacks, Italians and 
lots of others so you can see that the 
Chinamen have not avery good chance 
here. 

We have to go on patrol and round up 
the Chinamen and make them do all the 
work that needs to be done. They are 
very treacherous and we have to keepa 
sharp eye on them all the time. The 
other nations treat them very meanly 
but we do not persecute them at all. It 
is funny to see them carrying a flag of 
any nation they wish to be protected by. 

They say that there are thirty thou- 
sand Boxers ten miles from where we 
are. I hardly believe it but if there are 
we are ready for them. I have seen 
soldiers of every nation now but there 


| are not any of them that can come uy to 


the Americans. The French are nothing 
but curs. They are afraid to fight, 
always want to retreat so that they can 
get in the rear, but the other soldiers 
are on to them now and they have to 
take their medicine like the rest.

City Solicitor Kane brought 
the case to a close by insisting on its 
disposition. either by trial or settle- 
ment, and by his firm stand in the mat- 


ter won a signal victory, the verdict be-’ 


ing in favor of the citv which will be 
put to no expense whatever.

DEATH OF NEWTON F. GORDON.

A petition which was in substance 
as follows was received by the select- 
men Monday evening. 

We, the undersigned, inhabitants of 
the town of North Andover, in the State 
of Massachusetts, in accordance with 
Chapter 208, Acts 1897, hereby petition 
the Mass. Commission of Inland Fish- 
eries and Game to stock the lake in said 
town known as Cochichewick or Great 
Pond, and especially to prescribe rea- 
sonable regulations relative to the fish- 


ing in said lake and cause the same to 
be enforced. 

The instrument bore the signatures 
of: W. H. Salisbury, M. T, Stevens, M. 
T. Stevens, Jr., Sam D. Stevens, Oliver 
Stevens, Geo. E. Kunhardt H. M. Whit- 
ney, Geo. E. Loring, William A. Rus- 
Sell, William Sutton. A majority of the 
board will report the petition. 

The act prescribes that: The commis- 


sioners of inland fisheries and game, 
upon petition of thirty or more inhabi- 
tants of a city or town within whose 
limits a great pond or portion thereof 
is situated, or upon petition of 
of -* * * * * the selectmen of such 
town shall cause the waters of such 
pond to be stocked with such food fish, 
if any, as they may judge to be best 
suited to the waters in which the fish 
are to be placed. 

Sect. 2. Said commissioners shali 
thereupon prescribe, for a period not 
exceeding three years, such reasonable 
regulations relative to fishing in such 
pond or ponds and their tributaries, 
with such penalties not exceeding twen- 
ty dollars for any one offense as they 
may deem for the best interests of the 
public. and shall cause such regula- 
tions to be enforced. 

Sect. 3. There shall be allowed and 
paid annually from the treasury of the 
of the commonwealth a sum not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars to carry 
out the-provisicns of this act, :
